"The truth must be faced that it 
on the part of these three pow­ 
ers principally that will lie the re­ 
sponsibility for insuring that this 
it ar be followed by lasting peace. 
‘If they could agree together 
there is no point that is not cap­ 
itle of final solution. If they do 
lot agree together there l f no 
iternational event which could^not 
scome an international problem “ 
This is so because, to put it blunt 
ly, these three powers represent 
[en all-round strength which is cap- 
I able of enforcing their united wills. 
[Their geographical positions and 
[their resources make this certain. 
This may change in the course of 
lme, but that’s the way it is now. 
I 
F THIS seems like exaggeration, 
just stop and check the global 
[set-up. Before this war the great 
powers of Europe were Russia, 
[France, Italy and Britain. 
France and Italy are down and 
int physically if not in spirit. Italy 
bids fair to lose her rank of a 
irst class power altogether and 
>r France will retain it in name 
Wily for long years to come. 
Germany’s fate remains to be 
keen, but the reich most certainly 
rill be rendered impotent to make 
lr and even may be split up once 
(more into its component states. 
Out in the Orient the Japanese 
^ability to make war is most oar- 
tainly being crashed and tbs l i t 
[kado’s empire is going to be torn 
ip art. 
Rich Manchuria, which Nippon

the island and bombers blasting 
sway at nearby island bases from 
which Germany could rush re­ 
inforcements. 
Mantas Air Field Hit 
The Maritsa air field on the Ger­ 
man-held island of Rhodes was hit 
heavily, Antimacchia air field on 
nearby Cos island was raided twice 
during the night and an enemy 
convoy was attacked in daylight 
yesterday near Antikytbera Island, 
which lies about midway between 
Crete and the Greek mainland. At 
least two vessels were hit, the Brit­ 
ish announcement said. 
Shipping nod the harbor of Suds 
bay on Crete were blasted twice 
by the British yesterday. 
Advices to Allied headquarters 
here said there is no question the 
situation on Leras is critical.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's pledge to redeem 
the Philippines is certain of fulfill 
ment, Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull said today in a statement on 
the eighth anniversary of the es­ 
tablishment of the Philippine com­ 
monwealth. 
Warning that the Japanese never 
will withdraw voluntarily from the 
Philippines, to whom be said they 
have granted "independence” in 
name only, Hull said flatly: 
"They will not remain. They will 
be driven out." 
"No one knows better than the 
Filipinos themselves that socalled 
independence at the hands of the 
Japanese, whose one thought Is to 
stifle Filipino initiative, to stunt 
Filipino culture and to mold the 
Filipino people to Japan’s purposes 
of empire and self-aggrandisement, 
denotes 
independence 
only 
in 
name," Hull declared.' 
"Remembering their life before 
Japan came, the Filipinos will not 
forget their rightful heritage and 
will wonder how Japan, itself the 
slave of Ita own military, could 
hope to grant real Independence to 
another people.”

Seven Japanese warships have 
been sunk and 23 damaged in Ra

Yet 200 American army and navy 
bombers found 23 warships in . the 
harbor Thursday; there were only 
five when the first big attack was 
made on shipping at that strategic 
base Nov. 2.

Jap Cruiser Sunk 
Three Japanese warships were 
sunk and 12 damaged in Thurs­ 
day’s raid, including one cruiser 
sunk and another damaged. 
Carrier-based 
planes played 
a 
primary role in the attack. The 
Japanese sent 70 planes out to at­ 
tack one carrier. Only six of the 
Japanese 
survived 
and 
not 
a 
single ship in the carrier force 
was damaged seriously. In the Ha* 
Baal and fleet action, 88 Japanese 
planes were shot down against a 
lose of 17 American planes.

U.S. Troops Seize Two More Towns 
On Italian Front During Hard Fighting 


By The Aaa* elate* Prate. 
ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al 
gier8, Nov. 13—American troops 
In sharp fighting have captured two 
more towns north and northeast 
of Venafro and a British patrol 
has crossed the San fro river along 
the eastern end of the Nail win 
ter line in Italy, it was announced 
today. 
Dispatches from Italy disclosed 
for the first time that the enemy’s 
bitter counter-attacks of Thursday 
succeeded in gaining some ground 
on the Fifth army’s front. 
In resuming the advance, Fifth 
army units recovered high ground 
they had taken Wednesday but 
lost to the Germans Thursday. The 
new surge carried the Americans 
beyond the limits of Wednesday’s 
advance. 
(The German communique, with 
out mentioning the day of the ac­ 
tion, said "some heights on both 
sides of the valley of MIgnano" 
were retaken by the Germans in 
counter-attacks after heavy fight­ 
ing. The communique said "the 
enemy was flung back to his orig­ 
inal positions.") 
• There was bitter fighting under 


extremely difficult conditions at 
several points as the Allies lash­ 
ed out against the massive Nail 
line, but the front as a whole 
saw little ohange during the last 
24 hours, Allied headquarters an­ 
nounced. 
Allied airplanes struck out in 
new forays into the Balkans yes­ 
terday, bombing an oil refinery 
at Berat and the nearby Kucove 
air field in Albania, and the air­ 
drome at Mostar in Yugoslavia, 
besides carrying out widespread 
operations against German trans­ 
ports and supplies in Italy. 
A naval communique disclosed 
a , heavy 
sea 
bombardment 
of 
enemy positions along the Gulf of 
Gaeta Tuesday night and again 
at dawn Wednesday. 
R.A.F. planes joined In the blast­ 
ing of the Nests’ western coastal 
flank, dropping flares to guide 
gunners of the British destroyers 
Tyrian, Tumult, Grenville and the 
Polish destroyer Plorun. 
American 
troops of Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark’s Fifth army cap­ 
tured Fllignano, four miles north 
of Venafro, and also took Possili, 
two miles northeast of Venafro. 
The Germans increased

The Germans are putting up 
the most stubborn resistance on 
the Fifth army front in the Yen 
afro and Mignano regions. 
In one clash, Americans seised 
a hill, killing SO Nails and wound­ 
ing SO more. The retreating Ger 
mans ran into one of their own

fields,

casualties. American losses were 
one killed and three wounded. 
An Eighth army patrol cut over 
the Sangro river at an unspeci­ 
fied point to the east and wiped 
out a German machine gun n est 
Farther southwest on the Eighth 
army front, a battle raged between 
Casalagnlda, held by the Allies, 
end Atessl, in Germen hands. The 
British occupied important high 
ground and repulsed a Germen 
counter-attack.

Colleges Hold Their Own Financially Over Ohio 


With Federal Funds Doing Trick In Most Cases

/COLUMBUS—Despite a 50 per 
cent loss in 
civilian 
enroll 
m ent and a proportionate cut in 
normal 
income, 
most 
of Ohio's 
colleges and universities are hold 
tag their own financially, an Asso­ 
ciated Press survey discloses. 
It was a ‘'natural” for this fie 
cal phenomenon to come about. 
Colleges 
needed 
students, 
the 
armed 
services 
needed 
training 
facilities and a cooperative enter­ 
prise was born. 
The arrangement serves a two­ 
fold purpose. Fighting men are 
provided with the training so nee 
essary for the successful waging 
of total warfare, while education 
a1 Institutions are enabled to avert 
red entries in the financial ledger. 
The success of this 
mutually 
beneficial set-up is evidenced by 
the disclosure that there has been 
only one wartime casualty among 
the Buckeye state's schools—De­ 
Sales college in Toledo. 
The financial importance of the 
military 
program 
best 
can 
be 
evaluated by citing a few compara­ 
tive statistics. 
The average ratio of military 
and naval trainees to civilian stu 
dents (Including the coeds, who 
are as strong in number as they 
were In pre-war days) is one sol­ 
dier to two civilians. 
In other words, approximately 
a third of present-day college In­ 
come Is derived from the govern­ 
ment. 
S 
OME schools exceed this ratio. 
Uniformed 
m e n 
outnumber 
civilian students at four institu­ 
tions — Heidelberg, Hiram, Mari­ 
etta and Wittenberg colleges. 
At Antioch college. Capital uni­ 
versity, Kenyon college, Oberlin 
college, 
Miami 
university, 
Ohio 
Wesleyan university and Wooster 
college, total enrollment is divided 
evenly between soldiers and civil. 
Inns. 
Tbs financial problem exerts th* 
least amount of pressure at Ohio’s 
state-supported university. For the 
others, 
however, 
the 
situation 
truly Is one where only the finan­ 
cially fittest survive. 
A spirit of persistence which 
baa kept some of the hardest hit 
institutions functioning is best ex­ 
emplified 
by 
little 
Rio Grande 
oollege, where enrollment is down 
to 48. 
Raid a spokesman: "I'm afraid 
there's nothing for Rio Grande to 
contribute to the general plctura 
in Ohio except perhaps its per­ 
sistence in refusing to lay down 
and die when bigger colleges al­ 
ready have expired.” 
The outlook is gloomy for those 
•mall schools where there are no 
military trainees end consequent­

HIS is how some of them are 
tackling the problem:

The picture is a bright one at 
a majority of the Ohio colleges. 
Take Denison university, for ex­ 
ample. Despite a SS percent de 
crease In the number of civilian 
students, the school this year bas 
the highest total enrollment ta its 
112 years of existence, with an ac 
companying financial status term 
ed by an official “as good as It 
ever was.** 
I 
N SOME cases, Income from the 
government not only tides over 
a 
period 
of 
wartime 
financial 
emergency, but actually allows for 
an Increased budget. 
At Ohio Wesleyan, where there 
are 1,000 naval trainees, the bud­ 
get for expenses this year is ll,- 
500,000 
compared 
with 
1800,000 
last year. 
An official carefully points out, 
however, that “no one is making a 
profit bv operating an army or 
navy school— but by bavlug our 
largest enrollment ta recent years, 
we ere not suffering too much.” 
The consensus of opinion re­ 
garding wartime economy in Ohio’s 
colleges and universities Is con­ 
tained 
in 
this statement by a 
Miami university official: 
‘With more people on the cam­ 
pus than ever before, and with 
the service units leasing univer­ 
sity facilities, we should westher 
the economic strata very well.” 
Perhaps when the war is won, 
vote of thanks will be due the

Impressed with the birds’ capa­ 
bility of handling duties

way, the air forces asked the sig­ 
nal corps for perm anent assign­ 
ments of trained birds and men. 
At Salem, detachm ent No. 
I, 
Portland arm y air base. boasts In 
its complement one of only two 
signal pigeon companies on the 
Pacific coast, and one of six in the 
entire army air forces. 
Activated last May. the company 
has not yat attained full strength, 
but sufficient officers and men are 
at the base to handle, care tor 
and train 1,500 homing pigeons. 
At full strength the company 
will show 163 officers and men to 
bandle 4,600 birds. 
Soldiers may gripe about army 
mess, but the pigeons might be 
ibis So dig up a few complaints 
themselves lf asked. 
Their twice-daily mess menu is 
in bal­ 
ance according to 
whether 
the 
birds are breeders or fliers. 
Mixed 
grains 
of 
vetch, 
oats, 
corn and wheat with cod liver oil 
are basic, but muat be supplement­ 
ed with grit aud salt. the latter as 
carefully gathered aud mixed as 
the grain Itself. 
Grain Is cared for by the pigeon 
mess sergeant and is aired and 
sunned daily before each feeding. 
A veterinarian specialist is as­ 
signed to each plgcou company. At 
the first sigu of illness a bird is 
rushed to the isolation ward of the 
pigeon hospital for observation aud 
treatm ent. Special care is taken 
to prevent contagion. 
Bombers in combat carry crates 
of the pigeons, lf shot down In 
hostile territory or forced to bail 
out into the oceau, the crews use 


birds to replace lost or damaged 
radio equipment. 
In all cases where radio silence 
must be maintained pigeons pro­ 
vide an auxillary communication 
system, silent and efficient. Ad­ 
vance combat units use them to 
advise 
headquarters 
of 
battle 
progress. 
Standard 
crates 
for 
combat 
crews contain four birds and sup­ 
plies of pencils, paper, message 
capsules and feed. 
Plastic leg capsules, replacing 
aluminum ones of World W ar I 
days, carry onion skin messages 
or map overlays from advanced 
units 
to 
the 
nearest 
command 
post. 
The birds at the Salem base are 
housed 
In 
portable 
knockdown 
lofts built to standard pattern to 
allow ventilation and to eliminate 
drafts. 
Pigeons, while not bothered by 
heat. or cold, are susceptible to 
drafts.

Johnson Still Packs The Gallery 
Aging California Senator Returned From Sick Bed To Utter Stirring Words

I 
T IS doubtful if oratory in the 
senate (or the whole of con­ 
gress for that m atter) ever was 
at a lower ebb. 
Gone now, by defeat at the polls, 
ace Sen. H arry F. Ashurst of Ari- 
soyia, 
last 
of the 
great 
silver- 
tongues, who could mouth round 
phrases that rang ta the memory 
for years; and Sen. George W. 
Norris, of Nebraska, whose for­ 
ensic 
quotient 
was 
among 
the 
highest. 
There is not even any one In 
the senate now with the frenzied 
vitriol of young Sen. Rush Holt of 
W est Virginia. In other words, the 
G.A.(gallery appeal) 
in congress 
these days is almost nil. 
But one of the oratorical greats 
did return to the senate floor the 
other day to make what many 
consider 
one 
of 
the 
greatest 
speeches of his career. It was the 
aging 
Sen. 
Hiram 
Johnson 
of 
California, risen from a sick-bed 
which many of his friends feared 
he would never leave again. 
It 
Is a phenomenon of 
that 
strange underground that operates 
from 
the Capitol th at although 
there was no announcement that 
he would speak he had no more 
gained his feet than floor and gal­ 
leries were filled. 


Throughout most of his speech 
he supported himself by holding 
to the edge of his desk. His voice 
often quavered with physical weak­ 
ness. Gone was that peculiar de­ 
livery of rocking from one foot to 
the other and 
punctuating 
his 
phrases by Jabbing a finger at 
first the toe of one shoe and then 
the other. His speech was brief, 
hardly 500 words. 
For a quarter of a century Sen. 
Johnson had been an unwavering 
non-interventionist. He was a ring­ 
leader of that little group which 
blocked our entry into the League 
of Nations. He had come to the 
senate today merely to apologize 
for not participating in the fight on 
the Connelly post-war foreign poli­ 
cy resolution. 
He explained that his wife and 
his physicians had pleaded that 
be not take part In this debate, 
for fear of retarding the recovery 
which now seemed certain. 
He explained that was why “I 
have naught to say in this great 
moment which deals with the coun­ 
try which I love and which has 
been mine ever since I was born. 
Seventy-seven years I have passed, 
and in those 77 years I have known 
no allegiance but to the United 
States of America. 


“God save the United States of 
America. God give to her all that 
she should have. God preserve ber 
ta the days to come. I know what 
they 
will 
bring. 
I 
have 
been 
through such days. But God be 
good to us and perm it us to resist, 
and perm it us to be the country 
we have ever been. 
"8o, with this prayer for our 
country th at it may be protected 
and preserved in the days to come 
a* ta the days which hare passed, 
I exhort my colleagues and my 
fellow 
countrymen that 
we all 
be 
just 
Americans. 
God 
bless 
America.” 
As Sen.* Johnson slipped wearily 
Into his chair, there was the trib­ 
ute of silence, broken only by some 
who blew their noses a little too 
vigorously. Many who had been his 
friends o r foes for yegrs didn’t 
bother even with that subterfuge; 
they just openly dabbed their eyes. 
It was only an alphabetical co­ 
incidence, of courge, but a strange 
one. When the final vote on Con- 
nally's resolution was taken and 
'85 senators had voted for it, the 
first name on that little Hat of five 
who wanted no part in committing 
the United States to post-war for­ 
eign policies, was that of Sen. 
Hiram W. Johnson.

EW ORLEANS—W ith the Gulf 
of 
Mexico, 
America’s 
Mare 
Nostrum, feeling a new surge of 
commercial power—engendered In 
war but definitely earm arked for a 
carryover Into post-war peace — 
southern 
shippers 
have 
ranged 
their sights on a new target, the 
rich South Pacific area. 
Calling attention to a Latin-Amer- 
lean m arket basket bringing ISHO.* 
000,000 annually to the southern 
shores of the U. S.. the general 
manager of th* port of Galveston, 
Tex., recently described the South 
Pacific as the logical territory of 
gulf ports. 
Here to attend a meeting of the 
American Association of Port Au­ 
thorities, Finley W. Parker, dyn­ 
amic director of activities which 
have made Galveston a bustling 
terminus for much of the nation's 
oil shipping, told newsmen 
that 
gulf port 
interests, 
with 
Latin- 
American trade logically in their 
hauds. also hold an inside track to 
the rich Islands now over-run by 
the Japanese. 
“It’s no secret that ships from 
gulf ports to the South Pacific 
have a faster turn-around 
than 


those from San Francisco,” 
Parker said. 
He explained that 
“turn-around” in w aterfront par­ 
lance means the ship that "gets 
there and is gone—the one that 
can carry more tonnage over a 
certain period of time.” 
The Panama canal was pointed 
out as the gulf’s western gateway. 
to the riches of the Orient. 
“Logic dictates that iron products 
fabricated In Colorado should not 
go to Lattn-Amerlca through the 
New York port, nor should Texas- 
built furniture bound for Puerto 
Rico go through New York,” Mr. 
Parker said. “Neither should raw 
sugar from the W est Indies go to 
the New York area for refining 
when Louisiana and Texas have 
closer refineries.” 
IMPORTANCE of southern ports 
in the Pacific area was under­ 
scored doubly Oct. 2U by Brig. Gen. 
R. ll. Wylie, army acting chief of 
transportation 
who told associa­ 
tion members: 
“The Pacific coast ports are def­ 
initely in no position to handle 
all the vast supplies of m aterials 
necessary to launch a major cam­ 
paign (ta the Pacific) and one of 
the principal reasons Is the lack 


Mr. I of rail 
facilities 
connecting the 
porta with other sections of the 
country. 
“ Southern and gulf ports, on the 
other hand, are fairly centrally lo­ 
cated etui . . . muat and will carry 
a tremendous share of the load.” 
War-born Industries are pouring 
a stream of vital products into gulf 
harbors. Pensacola, Mobile, New 
Orleans, Lake Charles, Beaumont 
and Galveston contribute an end­ 
less flow of ships, planes, oil, sul­ 
phur, food, feed and cotton to Are 
the boilers of war and internation­ 
al trade. 
In the air lanes giant 22-ton fly­ 
ing clippers make dally round trips 
to Central America with connec­ 
tions to South American cities. Six 
m ajor airlines operate from New 
Orleans alone, and a recent Asso­ 
ciation of Commerce announcement 
disclosed that 27 additional lines 
have applied for post-war bases 
here to operate over 39 routes 
above continental U. S. .and th* 
southern republica. 
Joining the coalition for post­ 
war prosperity, governors of south* 
em states, strengthened by the sup­ 
port of western states’ executives, 
have carried a battle for new—and 
equal—rail rate schedules to W ash­ 
ington, and have enlisted the sup­ 
port of Mississippi basin cities In 
a drive for post war stabilisation of 
river traffic feeding gulf ports. Au 
intracoastal canal from 
the Rio 
Grande to Florida already is adding 
to the movement of commerce in 
the area. 
AU of which leads economists of 
this region to speculate on the 
possibility that the Gulf of Mexico, 
and not the M editerranean or the 
China sea—both often heralded by 
Axis statesm en—may turn out to 
be the commercial heart of a new 
post-war world.

There was a time, says novelist Sinclair Lewis, 
when writers who came to Hollywood couldn’t expect to have more 
than 5 percent of their ideas listened to or adopted. 
‘T h at was because neither motion pictures nor audiences had 
matured.” Lewis adds. 
"W riters coming to Hollywood these days to work in motion pic­ 
tures will find that they can do a t* ------------------------------------------------ 
least 90 percent of the things they 
want to do in plot, treatment sug 
gestlons and general handling of 
themes—that Is, lf they have an 
understanding of the public mind 
of these times." 
Lewis Is spending his "vacation 
at Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer by writ­ 
ing the screen story of "Storm in 
the West,” an allegorical super- 
western. 
"Now that there’s such a variety 
of motion picture production meth 
ods and the public has become 
more appreciative that if a writer 
who has talent falls to find his 
way onto the screen the fault is 
more likely to be his than the fault 
of the ‘machine’ with which he 
works," Lewis explains. 
He attributes this change in pub­ 
lic attitude to influences of such 
writers as Theodore Dreiser, Ern­ 
est Hemingway, John Steinbeck 
and others who put values, as to 
what is interesting, above contem­ 
porary taboos and boldly wrote as 
they felt they should write. 
"Such writers have contributed.” 
he continues, "to the education of 
the public and have cleared the 
way for great advances in the stu­ 
dios’ choices of themes for screen 
presentation. 
"There are still too many taboos, 
however. Imposed by various groups 
In the public. One group, for In­ 
stance, would like pictures to hfive 
a flavor of reactlonaryism, another 
wants more radical views, still an­ 
other demands a middle course. 
Considering the pressure that is 
put upon it, the picture Industry is 
doing an excellent Job.” 
The novelist says he had been 
writing steadily for two years and 
that he finds motion picture writ­ 
ing so diffsrent and Interesting 
that it actually is s restful vaca­ 
tion.
